Box No. VIII Certain observations on the international application

The following observations on the clarity of the claims, description, and drawings or on the question whether the claims are fully supported by 
the description, are made: 

Claims 1, 3 and 5 pertain to therapeutic agents 
against chronic pelvic pain syndrome which include a 
compound that is defined by a desired characteristic, 
i,e. being a "phosphodiesterase 4 inhibitor," as an 
active component. Thus, the scopes of claims 1, 3 and 5 
include any compound that exhibits such a characteristic; 
however, only an extremely small number of the claimed 
compounds are disclosed in the description in the meaning 
of PCT Article 5, and thus the abovementioned claims 
cannot be considered to be fully supported by the 
disclosures of the description in the meaning of PCT 
Article 6. 

In addition, it is impossible to specify the scope 
of the compounds that exhibit the desired characteristic 
of being a "phosphodiesterase 4 inhibitor," even with 
consideration of common technical knowledge at the time 
the present application was filed. Consequently, claims 
1, 3 and 5 do not conform to the requirement of clarity 
as stipulated in PCT Article 6. 
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
